... FORESTRY NOTES...

Many questions have been asked 
concerning the sudden outbreak of the 
Southern Pine Beetle in the Southwest 
part of Mississippi. Many timber 
owners are’ concerned about the pos- 
sibilities of an epidemic on the Gulf 
Coast, and rightly they should be con- 
cerned, because the Southern Pine 
Beetle is one of the deadliest of beet- 
les that attacks our southern pines. 

At present, no occurrances of the 
beetle havé been reported in Hancock 
County. There are several factors 
which are detrimental to the beetle 
outbreaks which we have on the Coast. 
One is the humid weather conditions. 
It is understood that the beetles thrive 
best on areas of less rainfell and dry 
conditions. The contributing factor 
here is that pine trees grown under 
more humid conditions are likely to 
be more vigorous trees and, therefore, 
less susceptible to attack. Another 
factor is the species of pine involved, 
Although the beetles ‘will attack all 
species of southern pine when an epi- 
demic occura, weaker trees on ‘poorer 
sites of Loblolly and shortleaf seem 
to be more susceptible. Another fac- 
tor, and maybe the key to the sudden 
outbreaks in Southwest Mississippi, is 
the weakened condition left from the 
heavy ice damage in that section dur- 
ing the winter of 1951. 

This is somewhat än optimistic out- 
look but’ there are many natural fac- 
tors which work in our favor to ex- 
empt our county from the beetle out- 
breaks. ; 

There is some infestation in Hancock 
and Peari River counties of the Pine 
Colaspis Beetle, but these outbreaks 
are not associated with the Southern 
Pine Beetle. The Pine Colaspis Beetle 
is a small brown beetle about one-eighth 
inch in length, and feeds on the young 
needles or spring growth. It gives 
a browning effect to the foliage several 
days after attack, but no deaths will 
occur to the trees except under extreme 
conditions. True, it retards growth, but 
several months after attack the brown- 
ing effect is negligible. 

This attack is quite a contrast to 
the Southern Pine Beetle, in regards 
to the manner of attacks and damoge 
dane. The Southern. Pine Beetle at- 
tacks the trunk of the tree and bur- 
rows into the sap or combium and pro- 
duces a girdling effect. This cuts off 
the passage of water and food materials 
in the tree and is therefore sure death 
after attack.
